With another general election, pending in Canada Jt is perhaps timely to 
urge the necessity ‘tor the display of a more tolerant spirit and attitude in mat- 
ters political. As individuals we may differ on points of constitutional law; 
but that is no reason why one persen or group should denounce those who do 
not see eye to eye with them as disloyal either to Canada or the Enipire. 
East and West may hold opposite opinions on the Subject of the tariff, and 
both be , berfeetly honest ‘and sincere in their views, but such difference of

It is well to remember that intolerance and bigotry are by no means con- 
fined to religion and politics. As Dr. Frank Glenn, head of the University 
of Wisconsin, and former editor of The Century Magazine, recently pointed 
out, there are bigots of patriotism, bigots of education, bigots of sclenice, bigéts 
of bu«iness, bigots of journalism, bigots of medicine, bigots of theology, bigots 
of reform. Each and every one of them is dangerous, and every one of them 
doing real damage to the cause of truth. 

There is a very real need still apparent for a constant preaching of the 
gospel of tolerance; a very real need for combatting the,stilkall too prevalent

tendency on the part of many people to adopt an intolerant attitude towards | 
all people and all questions with whom or which they are not in agreement. | 


This “I alone am right, and you are wrong. and must therefore be suppress- 


ed” attitude is the cause of more heart-burnings and community quarrels than | 


almost any-one other thing in ou: present-day civilization. 

Intolerance, nothing else, has split many a village and small town Snto 
factions not only to the detriment of each and every individual, but lo such an 
extent that all community spirit and enterprise has been killed. And, after 
all, it is the most futile and nonsensical of human weaknesses. On the other 
hand; respect for other people’ s opinions, the encoufagemnt of a spirit of char- 
itableness, makes for peace, happiness and contentment in the home, for 

“helpful co-operation in community life and effort, and for strength and unity 
in the nation. Intolerance aims at the suppressjon of truth, but truth can- 
not be‘suppressed. It is mighty and will prevail, and all that intolerance in 
thought and action can accomplish is to create ill-will and discord and thus 
retard the onward march of progress and achievement.

Actually the number of puffs made 
by a locomotive in the course of a 
journey depends on the circumfer- 
lence of its driving wheels.

ulturist, Aw agriculturist cannot 
start without monéy. When he goes 
to, the bank and asks for cfedit, they 
ask him, “How much have you got? 
What are your assets?” When he 
ells them he has none they refuse him 
credit and he cannot make a commen- 
cement, If. he fails one year, the 
bank will not carry him a second year. 
T say to-day, the farmers of Westkrn 
Canada—in fact inh any other part of 
Canada—must have a longer term fin- 
ancial service than the people who fol- 
low any other calling, The hon. 
member for South Winnipeg (Mr, 
Rogers) in his speech was rather in 
clined’ to throw cok’ water on rural 
credits. He didnot just say so; but 
he pointed out the things that hap- 
pened in Atberta and Saskatchewan. 
and stated that if the Conservative 
party had-been in power in those pro. 
vinces such things could not possibly 
have happlened, I do not think the 
hon. gentleman quite knows the his‘ 
tory of the Conservative party in Al- 
berta, They had a fair representa- 
tion im the Alberta legislature in 1905 
but their numbers diminished year 
by year until in 1921 there was only 
one conservative and he ran and was 
elect:d as an independent. I say that 
the Progressives ought to be careful 
in that province as well as here, be- 
cause the Conservatives will take ad- 
vantage of any division that may ex- 
ist, I advise hon. members to be 
gureful and not to be led away by any 
offer made to them by hon. gentlemen 
to their right, I have heard Progres. 
sives say that in some cases a compet- 
itive business will come along and 
give you something- cheap in order to 
put the other fellow out of business. 
In 1921 the Conservatives supported 
the Progressives in Alberta, largely 
because they wanted to create a cun- 
ditién whereby they, the Conservativ- 
es could come back, But under pres- 
ent conditions they say: “Now that 
cur, opponents are divided into Liber- 
als and Progresives we will put men 
in the field, and we may have a chan- 
ce” They were not in the field in 


1921, but now they are acting on, the 


frinciple of “divide and conquer,” 

I understand there is going to be a 
tariff advisory board: it has been pro. 
mised in the Speech. There should 
be ample‘scope for a board/of this 
kind to function for the benefit and 
general advantage of the Dominion, 
The major part of the,ytariff burden 
is borne by the peciuathe and in 
seleeting the personnel of the board 
this should be sf&mificantly kept in 
mind. I heard the hon, member for 
South Toronto (Mr, Geary) telling 
us to make things dear, I wonder 
how hon. gentlemen from Toronto can 
get up in this House and make such 
statements, We understand he wants 
things dear, but there are very few 
in this Dominion, surely, who want 
that. 

Mr, McGIBBON: Would the hon. 
member like to se2 bread dear? He 
does not answer, 

Mr. TOBIN (Wetasikiwin): Some 
other hon, gentleman kindly answer- 
ed it for me. 

Mr.\TOBIN (Wetaskiwin): I was 
going to take up the question of the 
automobile and the duty paid om auto- 
mobiles, They talk about: cheap auto- 
mobiles, but when I undertook to go 
into the question of facts and statis- 
tics the results seemed appalling ag- 
ainst the consuming public and I did 
not carry the matter to its logical 
conclusion. I um taking a general 
view of the automobile question, so 
that others, on the basis of what I say 
may put the matter before the House 
in a more detailed way if I do not do 
so myself, This is the number of 
cars and trucks manufactured in Can. 
ada this year: - 

The number of Passenger Cars 
139,811. . ‘\ 

The number of trucks 22,0765. 

That makes about 161,386 cars in 
all, including trucks. I was trying to 
find out how much the people paid in 
duty, but the figures were so astoun- 
ding that I did not go inte them as far 
as I might have, I found that 54,. 
000 cars were exported, leaving 107,- 
886 cars for local consumption this 
year. This is not an absolutely ac- 
urate statement; it is simply a gener- 
ai view of the matter and fairly ac- 
curatey I took it im this way: Sup- 
posing these cars sold for $1000 each 
although that is too low; the fig- 
ure would be nearer to $1,500-—and 
—and supposing for simplicity the 
number of cars was 100,000 instead of 
107,386. That would make a selling 
price of $100,000,000. The duty is 35 
per cent, but let us call it 30 per cent 
because luxury and sales taxes enter 
into the question. Thirty per eent of 
$100,000,000 ‘is $30,000,000; therefore 
it cost the people $80,000,000 for duty, 
let us say, because while they do not 
actually pay that as duty, the price is

than you can buy it here, To-day 
the car isa utility; the people require 
care, ati I ask how, members, why 
should they have to pay ‘stich tremen- 
cous duties when. Canadian manvfac- 
turers are seHing 54,000 cars abroad 
annually? If they can sell abroad in 
competition with the world, why ‘can 
they~not sell at home without such a 
huge duty? I-think an hon. gentle- 
man who spoke said that money was 
iost on their export. If they lose on 
export they charge the home consuii. 
er enough additional to enable them 
to sell to other countries at a loss, 
and we have to pay for the benefit of 
others , 

I am glad to see the government 
has come down with a sound policy of 
promoting outside markets. The 
mere bidders we have for any com- 
modity we raise in this country, the 
better. That is the Liberal policy, 
as opposed to the policy of “retalia- 
tion”—a word that has been used fre- 
quently in the House in the course uf 
this debate, Retaliation means that 
someone else must take the first 
step, When they take a brick off, 
‘ou take a brick off; when they put a 
brick on, you put a brick on. In 
auch a policy we do not require a tar- 
iff boards Washington will sct our 
pace for us; just retaliate—do what 
they do, I wonder whether these 
hon, members would take off ali the 
bricks on farm implements which 
the United States allow free into 
their country? But they do no- wish 
to talk about those things; they want 
us to forget all about them. Home 
markets” is the slogan of the Con- 
servative party, but a country can 
have home markets only in proportien 
to its population, In regard to 
home markets, let me tell a story that 
was ‘told in this House before by* the 
former Member for Red Deer, Dr. 
Michael Clark. Probably I will spoil 
it in the telling, but this is about it. 
He said that this question of home 
markets put him in mind of an eagle 
sitting on a stump, Times were hard 
but-she spied a lizard down below, and 
hopping down, bit the tail off the liz- 
ard and ate it. She went ‘back to 
the stump and with this nourishment 
laid an egg., ‘Then the lizard came 
along ‘and ate the egg and grew its 
tail again, the eagle went down and 
bit the tail off the lisard, and so on. 
Mr. Clark said: “This is home mar- 
kets, - You cannot get rich on that 
sort of thing, and that is what the 
Conservative party wants to have.” 

Grading of grain was referred ‘to 
yesterday by an hon. member, It 
seems to me that an important mat- 
ter such as the grading of grain, a 
commodity that runs into hundreds 
of millions of dollars, should be dealt 
with ina more’ scientific -manner 
than it is being dealt with at the pre- 
sent time, e farmer when he sells 
his grain, thihks there is something 
wrong and he is not getting a fair 
deal, Such a situation is bad. He 
believes too much attentiow is given 
to colour, For instance, a little 
rain may fall on the grain and bleach 
it, and while it is as good as éver 
there is a tremendous cut in the 
price. That is bad and the grading 
should be more scientific, The gra- 
ding of every other commodity is done 
more scientifically than the present 
grading of grain and no _ farmer 
thinks he is being used rightly, The 
grades are so complicated that farm- 
ers in many casts do not understand 
them and very few other people un- 
derstand them. The graders do not 
always come to the same conclusion; 
and_I will give the House some proof 
of this. In 1925 an attempt was 
made to find out how the grading com- 
pared east and west, No one suspec- 
ted anything wrong, but the Vancouv 
er Harbour Commission sent to the 
province of Albjerta a man whom I as- 
sisted to find the samples of grain 
so as to send one carload east and 
one carlgad west of grain from the 
same field, cut on the same day, 
thneshed on the same day, kept the 
same bin and handled in every res- 
pect im the same way. He brought 
three samples under those conditions, 
cf two cars each, one car in rach 
case being sent eastward and one 
estward. I want to read the result 
—not to show that there is anything 
dishonest, but to show that even this 
head graders do not agree on the 
grade, This letter ie not long and 
I will read it: -
